effect of completely removing what- 
fever jurisdiction the Overseas Minia- 
try had In the matter, and was con- 
sequently accepted neither by it nor 
the Kuantung Government. “At first 
blush it would seem unlikely that, no 
matter how stubbornly the two dis 

sentients ght, they will succeed in 
defeating the War Ministry in the 
matter, and it is clear that no com~ 
promise which in any way reflee:s 
upon them or derogates from. their 
dignity will be acceptable to them. 
Whether the officials in Kuantung 
will carry out their former threat 10 
resign en bloc remains to be seen, 
Dut, it they do, it is more than prob- 
able that the War Ministry will have 
perfected plans which would obviate 
anything in the nature of a breakdown 
fof the system. No ‘matter what is 
the ultimate result, the whole incident 
goes to show how completely the 
military dominate the Japanese Cabi- 
ret, a fact which has been repeated!

‘Major Lovat-Fraser, like his pre- 
decessor, has seen plenty of service. 
From 1614 to 1915 he was almost 
Jcontinuously campaigning on the 
North-West Frontier of India. The 
following year found him in Iraq 
where he remained until after the 
Armistice to serve in the suppression. 
Jot the Arab Rebellion. In the opera- 
fons in Kurdistan in 1923. he won 
‘mention in despatches and a brevet 
majority. He has travelled exten- 
tively in China and was in Man- 
cchuria in the days of the Nonni River 
fighting as ‘observer. Colonel 
Burkhardt was formerly Brigade-Ma- 
jor at Tientsin trom 1023-28. In the 
Great War he served with his bat- 
tery and later on the staff, winning 
three “mentions,” the DS.O, the 
Uegion of Honour and the Croix de 
Guerre, He was a member of the 
Inter-allied Commission in Germany 
In 1920, 





SIBERIAN MAILS 


‘An official notifeation shows that 
the Customs authorities are prepared 
to co-operate with the Postal Depart 
‘ment in tightening up the blockade 
of the Manchoukuo mail route. This, 
{in fact, places a further restriction ou 
the practice of sending letters for 
Europe to Dairen for reposting from 
‘that ‘port. ‘The Government depart- 
ments concerned are, of course, quite 
within their right in enforcing: the 
Fegulations. At the same time this 
development gives added point to the 
frequent suggestions that some ef- 
fort should be made to overcome the 
impasse which so seriously embar- 
asses commerce in China. The Gov- 
ernment itself cannot be immune 
from the difficulties caused by the 
resent dislocation in the means of 
Postal communication with Europe. 
‘The reopening of the Siberian route 
is long overdue. No quarrel ~will be 
‘made with the Chinese Government's 
desire to do nothing which might be 
interpteted as weakening lis political 
Position in regard to the recognition 
‘of Manchoukuo. If the reopening 
of the Siberian mall route had this 
effect, this journal would hesitate to 
jeomment on the admittedly incon- 
jvenient conditions obtaining. It has, 
however, been reliably suggested 
that a formula could be devised with 
‘Japanese approval to reconcile postal 
fexpedition with political susceptibili- 
ies on both sides. A satisfactory 
Jdevice has been adopted to facilitate 
the through running of the Peking- 
Mukden rail services. No doubl, if 
‘official guidance were sought, some 





such expedient could be adopted to 
reopen the quickest and most direct 
postal route to and from Europe, The 
matter is not one in which forelgn- 
jers alone are interested. To Chinese 
‘business men it is exceedingly incon- 
‘venient that communieatlon with the 
[European capitals is now back in the 
“pow and arrow” stage. The actual 
Jpecuniary loss accruing from the vir- 
tual closure of the Siberian route 
must by this time be considerable 
‘Cannot the Government give serious 
attention to this matter and thus, in 

1e most practical way possible, ‘re- 
eve the Postal and Customs Depart- 
ment of an irksome duty in. the 
maintenance of the blockade which 
apart from the material loss involved, 
jcreates unnecessary irritation and 
heart-burning?

in the form of an annual report, it 
1s not merely an act of perfune~ 
tory courtesy but a useful. service 
‘of public education to take note of 
certain aspects of the tendencies 
and achievements thus revealed. 
During the year under review the 
Commission continued to lend the 
services of its experts to official 
‘organizations, Thus Mr. Y. S. 
Djang was permitted to work on 
the Farm Rehabilitation programme 
‘of the District Relief Commission 
for the areas devastated in the 
military operations of 1933. Major 
©. J. Todd, whose work for the 
Commission’ has been one of the 
romances of engineering, in China, 
‘has continued his construction of 
the Sian Road under the 
National Economic Council.

Raymond Poincaré has passed 
land France has lost another of 
‘those of her sons who in their 
ives served her so well. His 
name conjures up memories of 
|Millerand, Deleassé, and Briand, of 
‘Clemenceau, Foch, Joflre and 
Viviani, and indeed all those 
‘other great figures. who proved 
their greatness in a time when the 
world was bowed beneath an 
awful weight of misery. It would 
rot have been if all the statesmen 
‘of the world had been as definite 
in their policies, and as eager for 
peace as was the Lion of Lorraine, 
and as determined to follow 
policies best calculated to ensure 
it, But he saw early in his splendid 
career the ends he had al- 
‘ways to have in view, and pursued 
| them with a singleness of purpose 
and a directness of vision which 
will stamp him as one of the great 
European statesmen of his age. 
Poincaré was a man of peace. 
That might not be apparent from 
some of his acts if they are 
Jdivorced from their surroundings, 
but, when his long and arduous 
life’ is taken as a whole, it is 
apparent that he sought" amity 
throughout the world and did his 
best to secure it. In the delicate 
pre-war years M. Poincaré, despite 
the difficulties which the domestic 
conditions of ‘France presented, 
was able to guide the diplomatic 
affairs of his country and there is 
not the slightest doubt that in 
dealing with the many intricate 
problems which arose between the 
time of the Agadir Incident, and 
the outbreak of the Great” War, 
Poincaré’s every effort was de- 
voted to the maintenance of peace 
and to the averting of war as long 
fas possible. Nevertheless, it was 
Inot by an unreasoning devotion to 
‘a principle, but by the realization 
Jot hard facts and his endeavours 
‘to cope with them that he served 
the country which had so much 
aith in him. 

‘Thus on February 20, 1913, two 
Jdays after he succeeded M. Fal- 
lieres as President of the French 
/Republic, he addressed a message 
to the French Parliament remind- 
fing them amongst other things 
that “the will of one power alone 
}was not enough to maintain peace,” 
Jand that “any nation that wished 
to give proof of its pacificist at- 
titude must be ready at all times 
to meet and repulse any military 
attack which might be made 
jagainst it” So far as France was 
concerned those words fell on the 











good ground; in other countries the 
Jgospel of peace by preparedness. 
fell either on the stony ground or 
jwas choked by the tares long be- 
fore it stood any chance of bearing 
fruit, He saw the grave dangers 
which were looming ahead, and 
‘sought to cement the friendships 
and strengthen the alliances of 
France. At home and abroad his 
policy was severely criticized. 
From one point of view he might 
Ihave been rendering a disservice 
to the cause of peace, but when he 
|had come to look matters squarely 
in the face, and there derive ¢« 
vietion from what he saw, the si 
sgleness of purpose of the really 
great man, the concentration of 
feffort which so often indicates true 
genius manifested itself, and found 
{Us justification in the result of the 
Tong and terrible war which was 
to test France and her Allies to 
the utmost and demonstrate the 
Jquatities of the man, who, fortu- 
nately for France, ‘stood'at the 
helm of affairs. His conduct as. 
/President during the whole of that. 
great struggle was masterly. He 
was not always in sympathy with 
Clemenceau, but he had the wis- 
Jdom not only to refrain from in 
terfering with him, but. of nobly 
ting him in much of what the 
jer wished to do. It is a won- 
Jderful index to the man's charac 
ter that, much as he differed from 
\Clemenceaty, he realized the great 
jqualities of his Prime Minister and 
often, much against his will, 
subordinated his own ideas to the 
Inecessity of preserving a united 
{front against the enemy. 

Looking back after these years, 
it is possible to realize how true is 
Plato's saying that “Every state 
‘will be delivered from its calami- 
ties whien by the favour of for- 
tune, great power unites with wis- 
jdom’ and justice in one persot 
Poincaré was not the man made 
‘by the moment; he was made for 
it, He made himself for it. To 
hhis great personal qualities he had 
added an insight into European 
politics, and a wonderful apprecia- 
n af their trends, reinforced with 
jan abounding confidence in his 
jcountry and its policies which he 
‘had for so many years before so 
luntiringly moulded. He was the 
Jcornerstone of a building of great 
‘sons of France. Time is gradually 
removing them from the picture. 
\Some of them already are but 
jmere memories: others for cen- 
turies to come will have around 
their names a halo of glory, not, 
perhaps, so hardly won as the 
jverence for the man, who in his 
unassuming manner in the days of 
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crisis brought his great power, 
Jwisdomand justice into the service 
jof his country and employed them 
jwith a devotion which is the hall 
mark of the true patriot. His 
Jconduct after the war was marked 
jwith the same firmness which was 
its main characteristic during its 
lcontinuance. There were occasions 
when he and the representatives 
lof the Allies did not always agree. 
fout they had undoubtedly respect 
for the man and the manner in 
Jwhich he got to the essentials of 
ja situation, His passing will be 
regretted by all, enemy and friend 
alike, who can realize the greatness 
Jof the man and the. inestimable 
service he rendered his country.

THE INDIAN ISSUE 

Oct, 25, 
A Reuter telegram has definite- 
lly intimated that the Report of 
the Joint Select Committee of 
Parliament on the Government's 
proposals for Indian Constitutional 
Reform will be published simul- 
taneously in England and India, 
towards the end of November, ot 
shortly after the opening of ‘the 
Jnew session, in which the relative 
legislation is expected to provide 
the most important discussions. In 











Jwinding up the affairs of the 
present session which Is to be re- 
sumed next Tuesday, the proce- 


Jdure for dealing with the Report 
Jwill be indicated by the Govern- 
ment. ‘Thus the chain leading 
from’ the present transitional con= 
tution in India to its successor is, 
being completed. It began by the 
inquiry carried out by the Simon 
JCommission as the result of two 
visits to India and extended hear- 
jings of evidence in both countries. 
It was continued by the publication 
Jof the Simon Report, by the 
three sessions of the Indian Round 
‘Table Conference (at the sec- 
jond of which Mr, M. K. Gandhi 
attended), and the issue in March, 
1933, of the White Paper outlining 
the ‘Government's proposals, A 
Joint Select Committee of both 
Houses of Parliament was set up 
to consider those proposals in con- 
sultation with Indian representa- 
tives and to report upon them. 
[After lengthy sittings and the com- 
pilation of a mountainous mass of 
levidence—Sir Samuel Hoare's own 
Jevidence occupied nineteen sittings 
jand filled a volume of 668 pages— 
{the Joint Committee which has been 
Ipresided over by the Marquis of 
Linlithgow, who a few years ago 
Jconducted a Commission of Inquiry 
{into Indian Agriculture, has now 
reached the threshold of agree- 
ment. Its Report will appear next 
month. Soon afterwards it is ex= 
pected that the Government's bill 
‘will be presented to the House of 
|Commons for a first reading. ‘The 
real debate will come on the 
jsecond reading which is expected 
to be put down for an early date 
in 1935. More precise information 
jon that point will no doubt be 
Javailable next week when the 
|Government’s ideas on procedure 
Ihave been revealed. 

‘The machinery thus used to 
bring this Indian legislation to the 
Istatute book is strictly in accord 
jwith precedent. It is more ela 
borate and has been more deli= 
Iberate than that applied to. the 
Montford Constitution. This is 
[due to several causes. Experience 
Jgained in working the present sys- 
{tem in India has induced the Gov- 
Jernment to consult Indian opinion 
lat every stage of the discussions, 
rather than to present Indian 
witnesses with a cut-and-dried 
Ischeme. ‘The Simon Commission's 
desire that the new Constitution 
jsoould be of a permanent charac- 
iter and contain within itself the 
means of adaptation to the re- 
[quirements of the future, prompted 
the exercise of the greatest care in 
‘covering the whole of the immense 
lground involved. The — proposals 
in themselves, too, are so far. 
reaching, so momentous and have 
‘so vital an importance to the Em- 
pire as a whole and to England 
land India in particular, that no-

(To the latter the deepest sympathy -

Sahib's popularity with the British 
public, as “Ranji,” ventured to r 
gale the country with a ‘'sob” story 
of that ruler's death, It was 
blatantly suggested, in spite of 
prosaic evidence to the contrary, 
that “Ranji” had died of a broken 
heart because of Lord. Willingdon's 
‘obstinacy in supporting the Gov- 
ernment’s policy. Mr. Churchill, 
in a waspish desire to “trip 
Sam,” as Mr. Amery deftly put it, 
allowed himself to display to the 
Manchester Chamber of Commerce 
f pathetic ignorance of the signi- 
ficance of the convention long as- 
suring fiscal autonomy to India, 
‘The Government has been ham- 
pered by its own sense of fidelity 
to pledges. It undertook that dur 
ing the sittings of the Joint Com- 
mittee, no Cabinet Minister would 
discuss publicly the proposals sub 
judice. To this undertaking it bas: 
adhered in spite of great provoca~ 
tion which has included the 
stampeding of the country houses 
‘and clubs—and through them local 
Conservative Associations—into a 
raging, tearing campaign against 
the “surrender in India.” ‘These 
repudiators of the policy of trust~ 
ing the men on the spot, on which 
they used to lay such’ emphasis 
when they were in harness as 
Empire builders, have received a 
marked check from two distinet 
sources. ‘The formation of the 
Union of Britain and Indi: 
posed (with trifling exceptions) of 
all the most distinguished retired 
senior officials with recent experi 
ence of India, has, patiently and by 
reasoned citation of facts, cor~ 
rected the frothy emotion of Sir 
Henry Page Croft's troglodytes. 
During the last few months, the 
presence in England of soldiers and 
civilians temporarily on leave from 
India has reassured a number of 
sensible folk who were puzzled by 
the Government's self-imposed 
silence and dismayed by the 
jeremiads of its ostensible sup- 
porters and critics.

WINTER IN US.

It is expected 
by Mr. Donald R. Richberg, in his 
report to the President, that no fewer 
than 23,000,000 men, women and chil- 
dren will have to be cared for during 
the winter at a cost of approximately 
$170,000,000 a month. On the face of| 
if, it would seem that the new deal | 
has failed to give that relief which 
fs claimed for it, but in another re- 
port on the president's policy it was} 
Pointed out that over 4,000,000 per- 
sons had been re-employed since the 
new deal was commenced. The re- 
port consequently serves more to 
indicate the immensity of President's 
Roosevelt's original task than to 
detract from the full significance of 
the improvements that have already 
been effected. Be that as it may, the 
existence of so large a number of 
Persons without adequate subsistence 
especially ina country where the 
winters are necessarily severe, must 
iBive the authorities much cause for 
anxiety, for destitution and the des- 
eration resulting therefrom are the 
biggest factors tending towards law- 
Tessness which during the coming cold 
weather is to be greatly feared. ‘The 
state of affairs has been by no means 
improved by the drought which pre- 
vailed during the summer. If critics 
of the administration seize upon this 
latest report as evidence of the failure 
of the president's policy, they may 
to some extent be justified, but what 
might have happened had Mr. Roose- 
'velt not taken such energetic measures 
‘as he did when he assumed office, has 
also to be taken into account, and 
then it becomes clear that if he has 
not yet succeeded in demonstrably 
improving matters, he at least has 
undoubtedly succeeded in preventing| 
them from becoming worse.

NAME

‘Front Oun Oat Consesronoext 


Linghai, Che, Oct. 12. 

We are beginning to find the benefit 
of Taichow having reverted to it's 
old name of Linghal, as we are no 
Tonger roused at unearthly hours to 
receive telegrams really intended for 
“Taichow, Ku." In some quarters| 
the old name’ still lingers, and we 
‘ind that most of the country people 
even yet stick to the old title of 
“Fur when talking of the city. Not 
only has the name changed but the 
Jquiet steady-going citizens are being| 
shocked to discover that the city itself 
is changing. 

‘The most important change is in the| 
solid and beautiful old city wall, which 
has had to suffer at the hands of the 
road-makers, When the bresch in the 
east wall was first made there was 
consternation as fears were entertain- 
‘ed that some of the numerous robber 
bands might take a chance of getting 
rich quickly by means of raids on 
the city, but so far we have heard 
nothing ‘of the sort, probably partly 
because of the guard on duty at the 
‘mp in the wall at night. 

Our fears have been ‘relieved by 
the news that on completion of the 
motor road into the city iron gates 
fare to be erected, thus proving that 
the local authorities still consider the 
wall a necessity. 


‘Motor Horn ‘Theilt 
What a thrill It is to hear the noise| 
‘of motor horns daily! ‘The buses are| 
‘ctually running at last after months 
‘of delay, and one can reach Hang- 
chow in something like seven or eight 
hours at a fare of about $5, What 
this means to travellers who have 
‘usually had to face the unpleasant 
and often dangerous sca-route in 
uncomfortable Chinese steamers, car 
Inot be imagined except by those who 
Ihave been sufferers in the past. 

I only Shanghailanders can be| 
Jmade to appreciate all that this new 
‘bus road means we should have crowds| 
‘of visitors taking advantage of this 
‘speedy and comparatively comfort 
‘means of reaching this beautiful city. 
‘Some who have visited many cities| 
In this pretty province have declared 
Linghal to be by far the most pic- 
turesque of them all, and those of| 
us who have the privilege to. live 
here heartily endorse the opinion. 

Tn a few weeks buses will be com- 
ing tight into the city instead of 
stopping outside the east wall as at 
present, and in the course of time a 
bridge is to be erected across the 
Udal river which will enable motor 
traffle to go right through Linghal to 
Hwangyen and on to Wenchow. 

‘There has been much heart-burning| 
about the number of houses having 
to give way to the road, but ¢he route| 
chosen will mean the ‘sacrifice of as 
few houses and shops as possible. 
Dictressing stories are told of the hard- 
ships suffered by the poor people who 
are {o lose thelr all without reeelving| 
‘any compensation. We continue to 
‘wonder why this should be, especially 
in ease where the loss of property 
Involves also the loss of earning & 
livelihood. Can nothing be done 
‘about this unfair system? 


A: Little Faith Heating 


‘The late rice crops, despite gloomy | 
forebodings, are very good on the 
whole, though some parts of the 
district have been hit badly, particu- 
larly in the Sienku area where the 
Grought has wrought much havoc.

Ten loads of 
water daily are used to provide for 
all sick people who drink it or have 
others carry it to them. ‘This w: 

seems to have ihe power of healing 
cenly those who come from distances 
‘a: local people drinking it are in no| 
way affected. ‘Though the doctors 
complain bitterly, the boatmen who 
ferry the patients across the river, 
often 300 in one day, are gleeful

ods in the shop Windows exceeded 
a0 limits and being so low that it 
‘was impossible to. manufacture the 
frticles at the prices quoted. 

‘With the present enormous influx. 
of Japanese goods, prices seem to 
have gone lower stil, making it pqs- 
sible for a small family to live on| 
$25 to §20 per month. ‘This sounds 
‘absurd, “but there sre families | in 
Harbin who manage to live on. this 
sum and yet dress well enough to 
appear as if they had considerably. 
more 

Tn the first place small two roomed 
fats with kitchen and conveniences’ 
ean be had for $15 per month, and’ 
fs a small family, husband, wife and 
@ child, can live in one room and 
kitchen, they can let one room for 
the price which they pay for the fat, 
thus’ making the reat nothing, and 
even ‘charging $20 for a furnished 
room, the extra five dollars paying 
for the lighting of the whole fat. 

‘Rents have, however, not fallen iike 
‘goods, where’ prices have come down 
in many cases to only one-tenth of! 
what they were three years ago. 
Looking at haberashery tines, it will 
be seen that for a ten fen piece quite 
Jot of articles can be bought. For 
Instance socks are marked at 10 and 12 
fen, whilea higher quality costs 16 0¢

‘The coming of the Japanese in 1914 
did not result in changing over to 
the systen followed in Japan. In 
those days Tsingtao was place unto 
itself. 

Now roads are being opened to 
other Chinese cities such as Chefoo 
Where driving is done as it is done in 
Shanghai and Peking. A person driv- 
ing from one of the Shangtung ports 
to the other in a single day experi- 
fences some complications in keeping 
traffic rules, Summer visitors bring- 
ing their cars from Shanghai and 
other points have found out that they 
must Jearn the Tsingtao or American 
style of driving. 

‘At the instance of the Rotary Club 
and in keeping. with the New Lite 
Movement the local government has 
issued a proclamation that traffic shall 
Keep to the left on November 1 and 
thereafter, 

Mayor Shen is winning nation-wide 
reputation because of his efforts to 
make Tsingtao a beautiful city. He 
does. not overlook the possibilities 
fostering business and industrial in~ 
terests.

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DISASTER IN WESTERN SZECHUEN 


First Detailed Account of 1933 Earthquake: Vast 
Destruction and Loss of Life 


In September, 1933, the news rea- 
ched Shanghai of a great earthquake 
that occurred in West Szechuen and 
had its centre at Tieh-Chi, a walled 
town overlooking the river, 40 miles 
north of Maochou. Native reports at 
the time made it clear that Tien-Chi 
itself had perished in the upheaval 
and that great dams in three places 
had been made in the bed of the 
‘Min. ‘The lowest of these dams burst 
a month later, sending down an en- 
ormous wall of water that carried 
death and destruction everywhere 
down the narrow valley as far as 
Kuanhsien, where the river broadens 
its channel on entering the Chengta 
plain, The damage first from the 
earthquake and second from the flood 
‘was known to be enormous but it 
was not tll this summer when 
several foreigners travelled through 
the region that the unparalleled 
nature of the disaster became really 
known, 

‘The town of Tich-Chi was situated 
fon a plain 1% miles long and half 
a mile broad. Below it in a very 
deep ravine ran the Min River. At 
the Southern end of the plain a 
mountain stream had cut a big 
channel for itself, so that the town 
wall skirted the lip of the river 
ravine and ran along the upper slop- 
ing edge of this valley. 

Behind the plain to the East rose 
high, steep mountains while to the 
‘West, on the other side of the Min, 
great beautiful peaks stood up like 
mighty bulwarks of eternal strength. 
No more enchanting scene was to be 
found in all these Western mountains, 

‘The plain itself was very fruitful. 
‘On the mountain slopes around it 
and in openings or valleys between 
massive peaks, could be seen the 
numerous villages or “forts” of the 
Chiang aborigines. Peace and_pros- 
perity reigned unhindered. Every 
time the writer visited the place his 
Jament was that no artist had ever 
visited the locality to put its unsur- 
‘passed beauty on canvas. ‘This year, 

‘contrast to this once fair 
ished gaze! 
Nature Goes Insane 

On the day of the earthquake, the 
upheaval was so great that a dense 
eloud of dust ar 
darkened the whole sky. No one in 
the near neighbourhood could see 
arm's length away. ‘The earth roared 
‘and shook and trembled violently for 




















what seemed a long time. It was 
not one earthquake merely but several 
in succession. Soll and rocks and 


forests were shaken off these great 
steep mountain sides in the wildest 
profusion. Vast slopes peeled them- 
selves absolutely bare. Landslides of 
bush and high-altitude vegetation slid 
down, down, down to far low-lying| 
slopes. Villages, houses, wayside inns 
crumbled, crashed, and crushed to 
death all thelr inhabitants. Man and 
‘beast perished wholesale. Only those 
working in the flelds escaped if they 
chanced to be clear of a landslide. 
‘Where one or two were together 
they could do was to clutch each 
other in sheer terror. 

‘The mountain behind Tieh-Chi 
split, as it were, and from it several 
immense converging landslides of 
rock and stone came down on the 
plain gouging out two-thirds of its 
‘Surface at the Southern end and push- 
ing it down obliquely into the ravine 
below. The whole town and town- 
wall was buried in the sliding mass. 
‘The inhabitants must have been 
ground to pulp, as & rolled and piled 
‘and heaved over them. No one 
escaped, save a few who. happened 
‘to be from home that terrible after- 
noon. 

‘The sliding, rolling soil only came 
to a stop when it jammed itself fast 
against the opposite mountain side. 
‘Then it filled up the ravine and form- 
eda great dam in the river bed. ‘The 
only visible remains of the town now 
are a number of large oblong stones 
‘from the north-east end of the town- 
wall lying near the river side two 
‘or more miles from where they once 
stood, 

‘A ridge of rock saved the upper 
third of the Tieh-Chi plain. But this 
remaining third sank from 8) to 100 
feet. A long clear cut line along the 
‘mountain side shows its former level. 

‘Between the upper third that re- 
‘mained and the lower two-thirds that 
went there lies in slanting fashion 
300 yards of deeply Assured ground. 

‘Where the town was there is now 
‘mount of desolation of barren cruel 
looking rocks and boulders. Above 
it are great bare slopes of rock on 
‘the mountain side from whence these 
came. The scene is weird beyond 
description. 

‘The tales of survivors in 
neighbourhood are harrowing. 

‘Three Dams 

Besides the dam made in the river- 

‘bed by the soil of the plain, were 
































the 


two others formed by landslides of 
rock, The Grst of these two was 
opposite the ridge of rock that held 
the upper third ‘of the plain, in 
height it was actually lower than the 
bottom dam formed by the soll of 
the plain But it caused the forma. 
tion of @ permanent sheet. of water 
1% miles broad and three miles long, 
because here two streams emerged 
from side valleys to join thelr waters 
with the Min. 

‘Two miles north of the end of the| 
plain the greatest dam was formed. 
Tt is 400 yards broad, of rock and 
solid stones. The lake caused by it is 
fight miles long and two broad at its 
lower end. A large village called 
‘Shawan of 300 families near it be- 
came submerged so rapidly on the 
day of the earthquake that only 60 
of its inhabitants managed to escape. 

In such a comparatively narrow 
valley as that of the Min, where 
roads run along the mountain sides, 
skirt precipices or hug close toriver 
side, {t needs little imagination to 





At one stroke all business and com- 
‘munication between trading centres 


were abruptly stopped. The loss 


locally was staggering. 


‘Torrent Sweeps Valley 
A month after the earthquake, the 
‘mud dam broke. Millions of tons of 
‘water from it and from the middle dam 
in part gushed down the narrow 
valley, sweeping away villages and 
everything that came within , its 
Power. At the confluence of the 
Hehshut tributary an overflow ran 
six miles up the valley of this river 
and destroyed the village of Shapa. 
jes besides were swept out 
‘above Maochou, and 
‘three below it. Further down the 
destruction continued. ‘Thousands of 
lives were lost that fearful night. 
For it overtook people in their beds, 
‘and even when the roar of the coming 
onrush was heard, darkness added to 
the dimculty of escape. 











‘Yet ths terrors of that time did 
not abate. Fresh rumblings and 
earthquakes every few days kept 





people in a state of alarm for months. 
‘These also had their centre at Tieh- 
‘Chi. And occasional shocks are still 
felt. In July of this year, when we, 
ourselves, visited the place, a sharp 
earthquake occurred that severely 
shook the inn where we were. The 
following day we felt another tre- 

So far as we could learn, the earth 
did not actually open and reveal any 
great fissure at Tieh-Chi, but in the 
Bolotsze country to the north-west 
of Tich-Chi this, according to natives 
of the country who informed us, did 
happen. Through these fissure green 
fire emerged which scorched or burn- 
ed everything near. The loss of life| 












from this cause and from falling 
houses was, it is said, very heavy. 
In the Hebshul country to the west 
of Tieh-Chi the loss of life was also 
‘reat. Over 300 people’ perished here. 


‘At Maochou and Songpan, cities 40 
miles distant, very little damage. in| 
comparison was caused by the earth- 
quakes. ‘The belt of disturbance ex- 
tended from Tieh-Chi to the north- 
‘west. ‘The loss of life and damage 
done will never be appraised. Had 
such an earthquake happened in 
Europe or America the world would 
have rung with the news. But be- 
cause it chose the back woods of the 
tribal country of Western Szechuen | 
to wreak its fury, scarcely any 
tention was paid to it. 


Living In Fear 

‘The people in the Min valley, since 
the bursting of the mud dam, have 
lived in fear that the other’ dams 
might burst. But there is no like: 
linood,"of that. ‘They are both of 
rock. Besides the bed of the river 
below the old Tieh-Chi plain has been| 
raised Yor miles by deposits of etone 
which have filled it hundreds of feet. 
‘This behind the lower dam ensures 
ite permanency. The depth of water 
in the dam if measured would give 
the exact height of this infllling in 
the river bed. 

‘The Chengtu officials voted a sum 
of $40,000-to dig a channel through 
‘the upper dam. The intention was| 
to drain it and expose again the sub- 
merged roads. But to primitive tools 
‘and ‘methods it proved impossible. 
So the tribal peoples were impressed 
in large gangs to dig new tracks 
along the slopes of the mountains. 
New tracks they have made of a sort, 
far better than one would have im- 
agined, by men forced to work at 
their own expense, but very far from 
equalling’ the well made highway 
that was destroyed. Travel and traffic 
now is very precarious up the valley.

Fecently published. We had expect- 
eda deficit of five million dollars 
fand the deficit was not throe mil- 
Ions, and this apparently leaves us 
alll with a surplus of about $65,250,- 
‘001 “So that there is really nothing, 
very much to worry about down 
here just at present, though our 
‘eautlous and conservative legislators 
fare not going to spend any money 
foolishly.” Money, however, is going 
to be spent in one way or another. 
‘There is a proposal to extend the 
Singapore Harbour and to give us 
much better facilities than we enjoy 
‘at present, and the effect of these 
changes will be appreciated by all 
travellers in a year or two... ‘Then we 
‘going to launch out into a very 
tly and very necessary sewerage 
scheme, for which our municipality’ 
Intend to raise a loan of some eight 
million dollars. In addition. to. this 
wo are building a new prison which 
Is to be the last word in prisons, and 
there are numerous public works be- 
ing. undertaken which will soon 
make of Singapore a. city that can 
hold its head high among cities of 
the Far East. What a pity that we 
have not even one hotel that can be- 
in to equal some of your Shanghai 
Palaces! Two other facts about fin- 
ance may be of interest. Our nove 
‘lroulation has inereased during this 
far by nearly three million dol 
‘and this is one of the best indie 
tions of ‘the gradual return to. pros- 
perity that we can have. Add to this 
that our foreign trade for the. first 
half ‘of the year amounted to $804,- 
106,000 and you ean tegin to visualize 
something of the effect that the world 
boom fs having in this little coun- 
try.

arts; and whether rickshaws should 
be considerably reduced, and whe- 
ther* our small buses should very 
soon be obliterated from our traffic 
problems. 

Singapore does not suffer trom the 
‘hand-cart, there are far fewer bul- 
Jock earts than there were even a 
few years’ ago, and the gharry is 
practically non-existent, “All the 
Same the police will tell. you that 
the traffic. problems are” suffciently 
complicated’ and that their job as 
controllers of traffic is no bed of 
roses. The email buses contend 
‘against each other in a fierce rivalry 
‘and this leads to many summonses, 
fand yet s¢ we try and abolish the 
small buses and merely replace them 
with large omnibuses and with 
trolley-buses we lore a flexibility in 
our ‘traffic and the poor lose a 
‘means of conveyance which is not 
‘easily replaced ‘The same argument 
applies to rickshaws. ‘To-day it is 
offen much cheaper to take a taxi 
‘than to take a riexshaw, and it is, 
of course, far cheaper (and generally 
quicker) ‘to take a trolley bus. But 
trolley buses do not always go ex- 
actly where wo wish, and taxis for 
Several of the poorer classes are 
still something of which they are 
not only shy, but which they 
feel 1s definitely more expensive 
than the mantrundled vehicle. At 


























Gradually Returning to 


present we have something like 
3800 rickshaws, and a great how! 
Jot protest has gor: up from the 
ingapore Rickshaw Owners’ Asso- 
lation about the possible abolition 
lof the vehicle from our streets. The 
possibility of the quota being cut 
down to 3,000 in 1996 is viewed with 
dismay for “not only one quarter of 
the men in the trade would be de- 
prived of their livelihood, but the 
Public would suffer” we read. “The 
other reason for maintaining the 
resent quota is that, in spite of 
signs of a returned ‘prosperity to 
‘Malaya, conditions are not yet such 
that the coolies could earn a living 
otherwise.” Of course, ina few 
years this city will be similar to 
Tokyo where the rickshaw has al 
most ceased to exist, but while we 
fare going through the reducing stage 

is bound to be unpleasant for the 
people affected.

EW LIGHT TRIED ON 
BUND 


Increased Efficiency Seen in 
Improved Lamp 


Experiments in the improvement 
of street lighting are now being made 
fon The Bund in front of the "Nort 
China Daily News" building. A 400+ 
watt BOTH, Mazda Mercra iamp has 
been installed, which is equal to the 
Hight given by a 1,000-watt gas-filled 
lamp." This new type is now belng 
considered by the P.W.D. for he 
lighting of highways "and parking 
spaces in Shanghai. 

‘The usual type of street lamp 
consists of an incandescent. mvetall 
‘lament in a gas-filled bulb, The 
new type does not employ a heated: 
filament. The. light emanates from 
mereury vapour at high pressure, It 
Isa gas-discharge tube containing in 
addition to the mercury a rare Kas 
Which enables it to start on ordinary 
mains voltages, and its efficiency is 
approximately two and a halt times 
that of the ordinary. incundescent 
‘lament lamp. The lamp {8 enclosed 
in a special heat-resisting bulb whieh 
resists softening, cracking, and 
blackening, and, in order to conserve 
heat, this bulb’ is surrounded by a 
vacuum jacket functioning like a 
vacuum flask. The lamp fits into a 
standard serew holder,

years we received $550,000,000 from 
foreign countries. But there was a 
lack of confidence. 

‘You very often hear that Chinese| 
balance of trade demands the ship- 
ment of silver.

unrestrainedly, we would all wake 
up one morning and find we were| 
on a paper basis, ie, the existing 
notes would be unconvertable and 
everything you have to buy or sell 
could only be done with paper 
money. 

‘That was the position. I hold no

While on this subject, I would 
very much like to point out how 
generally interesting and important 
was Dr. Kemmerer's commission. It 
was their work which resulted in 
the Customs Gold Unit coming into 
existence, the system which has 
worked splendidly here, but I main- 
tain that if it had been done with 
falling silver there would have been 
government bankruptcy. China 
‘would have been unable to meet her 
foreign loans on the Customs, be- 
cause whatever Customs income 
there was would have been insufl- 
clent to meet their demands tn 1930, 
1931, and 1932, on account of foreign 
exchange. I maintain that the intro- 
@uction of the gold standard is at 
‘the moment impossible in China, or, 
‘even further, it would not be wise 
to dream of introducing, or attempt- 
ing the: introduction as’ the present 
juncture of such a measure, and my 
Feasons for saying so are these: frst 
of all China hasn't got enough gold, 
‘and secondly, I believe that China 
cannot obtain sufficient quantities of 
gold at the present moment to start

There have been ‘many suggestions, 
and I would like to mention the one 
put forward by Mr. Y. C. Koo. of 
the Chung Foo Bank in Shanghai, 
but who is at present in Genevs 

His plan was to the effect that if 
silver should ever rise to any great 
extent, China should embrace the 
opportunity, sell her silver and turn 
to gold. ‘The idea is splendid, but 
the execution is dificult, for’ the 
reason that all of the silver in China 
to-day does not belong to the Gov. 
‘ernment. 

‘The currency reserves in America 
‘and in the Bank of England are, as 
is well known, the property of ‘the 
Government. But when you speak of 
silver in China, 99 per cent. of it 
does not belong to the Government 
at all, and to nationalize silver here, 
with the present organization would, 
T consider, be an impossibility. An- 
other point is that sliver is far too 
low in price even to think of such a 
‘conversion, even if it was physically 
possible. Personally I am of the 
opinion that as America is bound by 
law. and morally, to continue her 
policy of enhancing the price of 
silver, for the next four, five or six

It may be healthy and good to be 
on a very low level, buf I do not 
believe it will help export in such a 
manner, or to such a degree, as to 
bring China out of her dimeulties. 

‘There are many plans which have 
been suggested for assisting her in 
this problem, and Ihave a plan, 
which is: Probibit the import of rice, 
It imports of rice into China should 
be stopped I think the unfavourable 
trade balance would disappear. The 
imports of rice into China during 
the last three oF four years averaged, 
in “round figures, $10,000,000; thir 
alone would help the trade balance 
sufficiently, and silver would not 
interfere with it, and to my mind it 
is a remedy which could be effected 
without causing starvation among 
the population, It is a well-known 
‘and established fact that one hectare, 
or mow, of rice land in China pro- 
duces about halt of that which is 
produced in Japan, which shows that 
the methods used here and the lack 
of modern fertilizers Is $0 great as 
to cause a tremendous deflelency 
‘which could be easily obviated, 
Furthermore, the lack of transport, 
and the insecurity of transport in 
China prevent the free movement of 
rice. T have it on first rate authority 
‘that to bring rice from Rangoon to 
‘Shanghai is cheaper than to bring it 
from) Wusih to Shanghal, These 
facts are closely connected with our 
Jsubject to-day. 

Furthermore, another point is that 
in an attempt to deal with this seri- 
ous currency crisis foreign capital 
should be brought into the country, 
Unfortunately, T feel that everything 
is done to discourage the invest 
ment of foreign capital in China, I 
am very pro-Chinese, and that is the 
reason Iam entitled to speak ¢o 
frankly. You have read and heard 
about the various Chinese Chambers 
Jof Commerce objecting to the estab- 
lishment of foreign factories here; 
they do everything they can to dis- 
courage them, and advocate the 
imposition of special taxes on forelygn 
concerns, which T think is a very 
short-sighted policy, especially when 
China is suffering from such a serious 
financial crisis as we see to-da: 

Remedy ts Suggested 

We are now in tho midst of this 
currency crisis, and it is a question 
of what we should do. Personally, 
T believe that if we keep our heads 
we can easily revert to a basis of, 
say, between 1/5d. or 1/6. to our 
dollar, a basis which { think would 
be fairly satisfactory fo. the trade 
of the port. ‘This can be very easily 
obtained, and I think the authorities 
would welcome it, too, If we keep 
cool heads, that is to say, for panie 
is bound to destroy the best plan, 
and I would appeal to all of you not 
to believe those many rumours which 
are going about in the market, and 
to abstain from joining in panie, 
Personally, I feel convinced that 
there is ‘nothing serious, in our 
present situation, based on clrcum~ 
stances and conditions as we seo 
them to-day. If new methods, new 
Jaws and new regulations were to be 
put into effect to-morrow, the old 
situation would be changed, of course, 
but T sincerely feel that there is no 
cause for alarm in the present situa- 
tion, and I appeal to all of you to 
assist In the maintenance of cool 
hheads, which is most essential for 
the critical time that we sce now 
confronting.”

H. M. SUPREME COURT 


(Tientsin Session) 





Greenfield v. Rabbetts 


Judge A. G. Mossop, presiding in 
the” Tientsin” Sesion’ ‘of H. M. 
Supreme Court in the hearing of the 
civil action of Eufle Greenfeld, 
plaintiff, v.. Lucille Slegman  Rab- 
etis, defendant, ina civil jurisdic 
ton,’ delivered "the following judg 
ment on October 19 in which the 
Pisint{'s claim was dismissed. 

‘MMr.'R. T. Evans appeared for the 
Baitene, white Bi. Le i Kent ot 
pauperis, while Mr. L. H. Kent, of 
Kent & Mounsey, appeared for the 
defence. 

“His, Lordship's judgment reads as 
follows: — 

In this action the plaintift, who 
sues in forma pauperis under Rule 
‘92 of the Rules of this Court, seeks 
to recover from the defendant the 
‘sum of United. States $5,500 with 
interest ete, alleged to be due and 
‘owing to the plaintiff on @ judgment 
of the United States Court for China, 
Gelivefed on January 30, 1924, in an 
ction instituted by the plaintift 
figainst the defendant in that Court, 
and in which the plaintiff was suc- 
Cesstul. ‘It is not in dispute that the 
said judgment was so delivered 
Suainst the defendant, and that the 
‘Same. remains unsatisfied at the 
resent time. "Moreover, it is common 
round, 10 the, partes, (a) that on 
‘Sanuary 30, 1924, the defendant was 
ihe wife of a citizen of the United 
States of America and subject to the 
Jurisdiction of the United | States 
Court for China, and (b) that on 
November 18, 1990. (her previous 
marriage having been dimolved in 
1027) the defendant married a 
British subject and thereby became 
subject to the jurisdiction of | this 
Court. ‘The defendant raises three 
Grounds’ of defence to the plainti's 
Elaim, namely (a) that the debt al- 
eged to have been created by the 
said judgment of * January 30, 
1924, is barred by the Statute of 
Limitations; (b) in the alternative 
that the plainti’ hay been guilty of 
laches by reason of the fact that she 
thas taken no steps, to enforce the 
sald judgment for the span of ten 
Years and upwards, and has thereby 
Uisentitied ‘herself’ from requesting 
the assistance of this Court in. the 
enforcement of her ‘alleged rights; 
and (c) in the further alternative 
that the sald judgment was obtained 
by fraud. 

it being apparent at the hearing 
that the first of these grounds of de- 
fence, if it should be sustained by 
Court, would wholly dispose of 
the action, counsel for the parties 
Jagreed to confine themselves for the 
time being to that one ground, and 
to seek the Court's ruling thereon. 
In ‘this judgment, therefore, Tam 
concerned solely with the question 
as to whether or no the plaintiff's 
Femedy' in this Court is barred by 
the Statue of Limitations. 

Tt is clege from the decided cases 
that English Courts will not direetly 

force a foreign judgment by 
‘execution or any other process. The 
will, however, regard the judgment 
‘Of the foreign Court as creating a 
debt between the parties to Jt. The 
debt 90 created isa. simple, contract 
debi, ‘the liability of the defendant 
‘rising on an implied contract to pay 
the amount of the foreign judgment. 
‘And the Statute of Limitations ap- 
licable in England “to a simple 
contract debt may be pleaded as @ 
defence to such an action. 

‘Duplex v. De Roven (1705) 2 
Vern. 540; Grant v. Eastern (1883) 
13 QBD. 302; Bouchet v. Tullidge 
904) 1 TLR, 67.227.) 

‘The Statute of Limitations ap- 
plicable to this ase is the Limita- 
ion Act 1623, 21 Jac 1, cap 16, sect 
3, ‘which enacts that all actions of 
debt, shall’ be commenced and sued 
Within six years next after the cause 
ff action and not after. It is true 
that a later Statute passed in 1705 
(4 and 5 Anne, cap 3, sect 19 (1) 
enacts that if a person is beyond the 
‘Sea at the time of the accrual of 
the cause of action against him, the 
laintift shalt ‘be at liberty to bring 
Such action “within. six years alter 
‘the defendant's return from beyond 
the seas. But this last provision—it 
indeed it applies at all to the case 
of a foreign judgment, as’ to which 
I have found no authority can have 
no application in this cate, for the 
Yeason that the defendant at all 
material times hasbeen resident 
continuously in China. 

‘Mr. Evans, who has argued the 
‘case for the plaintiff with much care 
fand ability,” urges that the time 
Timited by the Statute began to run 
in the defendant's favour from that 
date only when she became subject 
to the jutisdiction of this Court, Le. 
from November 18, 1890; and’ that 
accordingly this action has been 
commenced well within the period 
‘of limitation. He cites Douoles -». 
Forrest (1828) 4 Bing 686, where

The cases cited are, I con- 
sider, clearly distinguishable from 
the present’ one. In those cases 
respectively, the cause of action 
under the Court's consideration was 
hheld to be incomplete for the reason 
that there was nobody in England 
against. whom the plaintiff had a 
Fight to promote his action. But that 
{g'not the position in this case, It 
hhas ‘been open to this plaintiff at all 
material times to sue this defendant 
ina Court of competent jurisdiction 
in this country. ‘The cause of action 
here is the debt of the defendant 
arising on an implied contract to 
ay.

Suicide Verdict on Leech 


A verdict of suicide whilst tem- 
poiarily of unsound mind was re- 
turned by H. M. Coroner, Mr. 1. T. 
Morris, on Saturday morning at the 
‘conclusion. of the inguest into the 
death of Mr. Archie Sydney Leech, 
Committee Clerk of the Shanghai 
[Municipal Council 

In his post mortem report submitted 
to the Court, Dr. E.G. Gaunilett 
staled that he went to Mr. Leechs 
apartment at 1238 Avenue Joffre at 
1135 am. on October 12 and found 
the body lying on bed with the face 
downward. In Dr. Gauntlet 
‘opinion, it was possible that the de- 
ceased shot himself whilst sitting up. 
Death probably occurred in a few 
minutes. 

It was further stated in his report 
that he made an autopsy on the body 
at 5:15 pm. the same day at the 
Fearon Road Mortuary. He found no| 
signs of injury except the bullet 
wound. The left lung was perforated 
and the pleural cavity contained 
three or four pints of dark blood. 
[The heart was uninjured snd the

‘The defendant took the witness box 
when Mr. Kirk was excused and gave 
his address as 1261 Rue Lafayette. 
‘and maintained that there was a huge’ 
difference between the samples offered 
iim by the company, and the terazz0) 
Installed Jn the apartment for which 
‘he had refused to pay on the grounds 
that the work was inferior and failed 
to come up to specifeations. Mr. 
Franklin, in cross-examination, elicit- 
ed the Information that the Belmont 
‘Apartments were not unpopular 
in Shanghai, however, and that they 
had remained approximately two 
thirds rented. Queries on a deposit 
which the witness stated he had paid 
for the Marble Company at the re 
quest of Mr, Wang were negative for 
the plaintif® when the contract was 
read. At this point, Mr. Franklin 
Aropped his cross-examination and 
proposed independently that the 
Court order an authoritative investl- 
gation if Mr, Lurton would auree. 

He reminded the Court that two 
experts had recommended a discount 
of 10 per cent. in favour of the di 
fendant as a fair adjustment on the 
part of the plaintiff, However. he ri 
quested the Court, In the interests of 
Justice, to send a reputable and un- 
Prejudiced architect to the Belmont 
Apartments to make an independent 
investigation.of the work and present 
‘the Court with an independent report. 
suggesting any one of five prominent 
‘American architects. Mr. Lurton 
objected because, he said, an architect 
‘was not a terazzo expert, though he 
might be familiar with "the work 
generally. he lacked specific qualifica- 
tions to judge. 


“Well” commented Judge Helmick. 
T wish the day had arrived in 
‘our jurisprudence when the Court 
could name all the experts. However, 
that can't Be done.”

‘exact amount to be worked out later.

‘Marshal von Kluck, Man Who 
Nearly Won War 


Berlin, Oct. 19. 

‘The death has occurred, at the age 
‘of 8, of Field-Marshal von Kluck, 
“the man who nearly won the War.” 
whose name recalls to all patriotic 


Germans that thrilling frst” month 
of the Great War, when their vie~ 
{orious armies, ‘sweeping through 


Belgium ‘in an apparently irresistible 
‘mass, came within an ace of envelop- 
ing the French capital, 

Tt was von Kluck, Commander-in- 
Chief of the First German army on 
the Western front, whose name was 
fon. everybody's lips when ofelat 
‘bulletins announced on September 3, 
1914, that hls cavalry patrols wer 
“already sweeping westward of Paris.” 

‘The Fatherland went mad with 
delight, for the end of the War seem- 
‘ed just round the comer. 

Von Kluck 
was called of to assist Gen. Karl 
von Buelow of the 2nd Army, wi 
had got’ into dimculties through a 
French counter-move. As strategians 
have stated, von Kluck here missed 
a chance which was never again to 
be given him.

down the opposite bank, ‘was to 
advance towards the Seine below

But the tide was on the turn. Both 
British and French were beginning 
to drive wedges in the gaps between 
the two armies and, by a combina 
tion of circumstances, the jaws of the 
steel vice threatening Paris somé 
how became paralyzed.

In the 130th Report of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, which 
has just been issued, it is stated that 
the distribution of the Scriptures 
‘has been increased by 315,000 copies 
‘during the year, eleven new languages 
have been added to the society's list, 
land ‘the income has been augmented 
by £31,000 “during the past year. 
Tt is pointed out, however, “that 
£19,000 of the increase in income 
fhas been derived from two special 
‘gifts and that there has been a slight 
Gecrease in contributions from Home 
‘Auxiliaries. 

The total income for the year is 
given at £231,187 (apart_from the 
sales of Scriptures). ‘The sales 
amounted to £143,405, and expendi- 
ture to £373,896, ‘thus showing a 
surplus of £696 on the year’s work- 
ing. Details of distribution for the 
year 1933-34 are as follow

In Asia there was once again an 
immense circulation of the Seriptures 
8,708,000 volumes as against 6,956,- 
000" in' the preceding twelve months.

"AIl_ but. two of the Society's col~ 
porteurs in Manchuria are Chinese. 
Some have been robbed by bandits 
when going from town tog town, 
some have. been persecuted “by re- 
Tatives “and neighbours for their 
‘outspoken Christianity; one colpor- 
tour, Mr. Wang Helu-wen of Antung, 
has ‘broken down and been given a 
retirement allowance after twenty- 
four years of service. One example 
of definite results is the record of 
Colporteur Yao Yung-shan, who in

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POINTS OF VIEW

It was the morning after the 
battle, in fact on October 22, 1805, 
in the Euryalus, off Cape Trafalgar, 
that Vice-Admital C. Collingwood 
penned these lines:—“The ever to 
be lamented death of Vice-Admiral 
Lord Nelson, who in the late con~ 
filet with the enemy fell in the 
hour of vielory, Ieaves to me_ the 
duty of informing My Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty, ete. 
It is perfectly clear that Colling- 
wood should have been a jour~ 
alist, At least he was able to 
show newspapers of the time what 
was the real essence of the story, 
for while it mattered much that 
the combined French and Spanish 
ficets had been defeated, it matter- 
ed more to the British nation that 
the beloved Lord Nelson had been 
stricken down in the moment of 
his success, ‘There has been so 
much written about that famous 
engagement that there is little 
enough now to be written, but on 
this day one hundred and'twenty- 
nine years ago, just as daylight 
was breaking and Cape Trafalgar 
bore S. by E, about seven leagues 
Aistant, the enemy was espied six 
or seven miles to the east. The 
fate of England, nay of the whole 
of Europe lay in what was to hap- 
pen in the next few hours, for 
though he was not to pass into ul~ 
timate captivity until some ten 
years later, the wrecking of Napo- 
Jeon’s sea power was the ominous 
portent of his ultimate downfall, 











The newspaper from which the 
material for this is written, 1s 
yellow with age. It is the “Bir 
‘mingham Commercial Herald and 
General Advertiser” of Nov- 
ember 11, 1805, and just 
alongside the heading of this 
sixpenny paper, and what a 
sixpence-worth it was too, there 
is the brown revenue stamp indi- 
eating that threepence had been 
paid to the government, in those 
days newspapers were taxed and 
threepence out of sixpence was no 
‘mean sum. ‘There is practically a 
whole page devoted to the Battie, 
Lord Nelson's death, his career, 
and a French account of the en- 
yagement, of which ‘later. ‘The 
balance is given over to auctioneer= 
ing advertisements, chiefly of houses, 
household furniture and one hundred 
‘oak trees, from which it is possible 
to Jearn that amongst other things 
the Rey, D. Gaches, of the Vicar~ 
uge at Wooten Wawen in the 
county of Warwick, did a spot of 
brewing, or at least his wife did, 
for the brewing utensils figure 
umongst the things that are being 
sold up, But that is all by the 
way. Collingwood makes no bones 
about his story, He is guilty of 
no padding, and when his some~ 
what lengthy account of about 
1,500 words are read, it leaves the 
impression that save for the death 
of Lord Nelson, the battle was all 
an the day's ‘work. The whole 
‘communication is a pure piece of 
official writing. It does not tell of 
the signal which Nelson broke, nor 
of his last words to Hardy, about 
which nowadays there appears to 
be some little doubt. ‘The news- 
paper's description of the career of 
the dead hero is sedate, marked 
by a real grief which seems al~ 
most to submerge the feelings of 
relief which swept the country at 
the news of the annihilation of the 
enemy's navy. 





But was it annihilated? It may 
come as a considerable surprise to 
readers, but the avowal is made 
on no less.an authority than that 
of “Le Moniteur” the official organ 
of the French that the Battle of 
‘Trafalgar was a crushing defeat 
for the English, or at least the 
classic example of what some peo- 
ple allege the Battle of Jutland to 
have been. Propaganda methods 
of these days, with thelr sly under- 
hand qualities seem poor stuff 
compared with the robustness of 
the work put in by the editor of 
the French paper. He did call it 
the. Battle of Trafalgar, but from 
that point on, except for agreeing 
upon the demise of the enemy 
commander, there is a com- 
plete divergence of views con- 


jcerning the outcome of the engage- 
ment. ‘Thus, for an opening: 

“The operations of the grand. 
naval army second in the Atlantié 
those of the Grand Imperial Army 
in Germany. 

‘The English fleet is annihilated— 
Nelson is no more. 

Indignant at being inactive in 
Port, whilst our brave brethren in 
arms were gaining laurels in Ger- 
many, Admirals Villeneuve and 
Gravina resolved to put to sea 
and give the enemy battle. ‘They 
were superior in number, 45 to 
our 33; but what is superiority in 
numbers to men determined to 
conquer?” . 








Echo may very well answer 
‘What?”, but wait, the worst is 
‘yet to come. 

‘Lord Nelson adopted a new sys- 
tem; afraid of combatting us in 
the old way, in which he knows 
we have superiority of skill, as 
was proved by our victory over 
Sir Robert Calder, he attempted a 
new mode of fighting. 

For a short time it disconcerted 
lus; but what can long disconcert 
his Imperial Majesty's arms? We 
fought yard-arm to _yard-arm, 
gun to gun. Three hours did we 
fight in ‘this manner: the English 
began to be dismayed—they found 
it impossible to resist us; but our 
sailors were tired of this slow 
means of gaining a victory; they 
wished to board; the cry was 
“a Vebordas 

‘At that moment two ships, one 
French and one Spanish, boarded 
the Temeraire—the English fell 
back In-astonishment and affright 
we rushed to the flagstaft—struck 
the colours—and all were so an- 
xious to be the bearer of the in- 
telligence to their own ships, that 
they jumped overboard, and the 
English ship by this unfortunate 
impetuosity of our brave sailors 
and their allies, was able by the 33- 
sistance of two more ships that 
came to her assistance, to make 
her eeape in a sinking state.” 

We suspect the editor of the 
“Birmingham Commercial Herald 
and General Advertiser,” of being 
just _a trifle sceptical ‘about the 
[story of the French sailors jump- 
ing overboard in their anxiety to 
spread the news of the capture of 
the Temeraire, and to have in- 
‘lined to the belief that the British 
sailors were so close behind as to 
have been able to assist in their 
precipitate departure to spread the 
glad tidings, Or else why did he 
Wtalicize the passage about “they 
Jjumped overboard?” Just like a 
lot of these editors never believ- 
ing everything they see in black 
and white. But revenons a nos 
/moutons 

“Meanwhile Nelson stilt resisted 
us. It was now who should frst 
board, and have the honour of 
taking him; French or Spaniard— 
‘Two Admirals on cach side dis- 
puted the honour—they boarded 
his ship at the same moment. 

‘Villeneuve flew to the quarter 
deck—with the usual gen 
erosity of the French, he carried 
f pair of pistols in his hands, for 
he knew the Admiral had lost hie 
arm, and could not use his sword— 
he ‘offered one to Nelson, they 
fought, and at the second fire 
Nelson fell; he was immediately 
carried belaw—Oliva, Gravina and 
‘Villeneuve attended ‘him with the 
accustomed French humanity. 

‘Meanwhile ‘fifteen English ships 
of the line had struck—four more 
‘were obliged to follow thelr ex- 
ampleOur vietory was now com- 
plete and we prepared to take 
‘possession of our prizes."

But the elements were this time 
unfavourable to us; a dreadful 
storm eame on—Gravina made his 
escape to his own ship at the be- 
ginning of it—the Commander- 
in-chief, Villeneuve, and 2 Spanish 
‘Admiral were: unable and remained 
‘on board the Victory.

with St, Thomas the Apostle on the 
one hand and St. Bartholmew the Apos- 
le on the other.

Highways and Ratlways 

‘A network of nearly two thousand 
miles of good new roads, which 
lcompare favourably with any. that 
may be found in the outlying dis- 
ftriets of Shanghai, have been built, 
with Nanchang ' as their centre 
[These lead to the neighbouring prov- 
jinces of Hunan, Chekiang, Fukien, 
and Kuangtung. Others are to be 
constructed which will lead to Hupeh 
and Anhwel, eventually joining to 
roads at present branching from 
Shanghai. Indeed, the province is 
literally ‘covered ‘with highways but 
the web will be even greater when 
the new régime completes its pro- 
ected programme. 

‘All of these roads are being built 

by soldiers to facilitate, for the 
present, the quick movement of 
troops to areas formerly occupied by 
the “Communist-bandits and those 
still in their possession, but 
Jare already being widely used for 
Jcommereial’ purposes. 
‘After being completed by the 
troops, the roads are handed over to 
the “local people, who are quickly 
reconciled to giving up their land 
Jbecause of the enhanced values and 
because the roads enable them to 
[wransport their goods to the com- 
jmereial centres more quickly and in 
much easier fashion. than before, 
[Local bodies have undertaken 10 
keep them in good repair. Bach dis- 
trict is assigned a portion to main- 
tain in proper order and a trip will 
Jshow that the country-people have 
[kept their side of the undertaking.

‘The two main roads at present are 
[Chungshan Road (named after Dr. 
‘Sun Yat-sen) and Teh shing-loo 
(Victory Boulevard). Chungehing 
Bridge, (named in honour of Gen. 
[Chiang Kai-shek) is now being built 
Jand will be completed in six months’ 
time. Plans all for a network of 
roads, which, together with the W: 
Hu Road (around the lake) and the 
‘Wan Cheng Road (where the old 
city’ wall used to. stand) should make 
[Nanchang’ as attractWwe as any city 
in Chana. 





‘A waterworks system and an im- 
proved electric “light system are 
Deing installed, as well ss a‘ modern 
Gre-fighting Corps. 


‘Many New Buildings in Nanchang 


‘The Generalissimo's Headquarters 
Js a fine modern building but an 
Jother building which is being erected 
is the Communications Ofice, which 
feventually will combine all communi- 
Jeations offices, such’as the Post Office, 
the Radio Administration, and the 
‘Telegrapt and. the ‘Telephone Ad- 
fministrations. The Provincial Got 
jernment, under Gen. Hsiung Hsi-hut 
(former Gendarmerie Commissioner 
in Shanghai), is also working on 
plans for the consolidation of its 
aifferent departments in one block 
in order to increase efficiency. Some 
Jof these buildings are already finished 
‘and the staffs are now moving in. 

‘A number of banks are also buil 
ing offices in Nanchang, these in- 
cluding the Central Bank of China, 
the Bank of China, the Shanghai 
[Commercial & Savings Bank, the 
Four Farmers’ Bank, and the’ Four 
[Provincial Agricultural Bank, as well 
fas the two Kiangsi provincial banks, 
the Yui Ming (under the Provincial 
[Treasurer), and the Reconsiruction 
[Bank of Kiangsi (under the Commis- 
sioner of Reconstruction). Then the 
[Nanchang ‘Municipal Bank also has 
Rs own fine headquarters, while the 
/Kincheng and other banks are plan- 
ning to bulla branches there. 

‘The huge lake, next to the Gen- 
Jeralissimo's Headquarters, was 
Jérained of silt and other insanitary 
matter last year, when some 150,000 
men were given work for several 
months. A sum of not less than 
$2,000,000 was used for this purpose.

Dr. Hegy is a medical practitioner 
who. hag done a certain amount of 
spiritualistic investigation. He is| 
obviously, from the manner of his| 
writing, one who has a great belief 
Inthe existence of life after death, 
and the demonstration of proofs, 
Which he claims to have witnessed, 
might, if all the necessary safeguards 
against irregularities, wheh have 
been proved to be so common in| 
this line of investigation, had been 
taken, appear on the face of his 
story to be suficient to convince the 
most ineredulous. Dr. Hegy brings 
‘no particularly new thought to the 
Study of the phenomena which he| 
writes of witnessing. It is appar- 
ent from the early chapters of his
